44 vote by

week over the objections of admin- 
istration leaders.

were accepted last" night by tired 
and hungry members who had been 
in session since noon. 


Take 6 Roll Calls 


Six roll calls, each requiring 35 


minutes, prevented most members 
from leaving the chamber for din- 
ner.

Madison — (fi—- The 
assembly 


passed unanimously today and sent 
to the senate the agriculture com- 
mittee bill to set up a state program 
for the prevention of soil erosion. 


The measure creates machinery 


under which farmers may organize 
a soil conservation district to estab- 
lish land use regulations and carry 
on erosion control projects. 


While the bill is of statewide 


concern, it is expected to apply 
largely to the western part of the 
slate 
along the Mississippi river 


where natural wasting of the soil 
has become a serious problem. 


The act provides for a state com- 


mittee, 
including two 
practical 


fanners, with an appropriation of 
$5,000 to assist in the organization 
of districts, which must be initiat- 
ed by the land owners. 


A petition for a district may be 


filed by 25 farmers or a majority in 
the given area and if found feasible," 
the actual creation of the district 
would be left to a referendum. The 
plan calls for local boards of five 
supervisors to handle administra- 
tion. 


Would Use U. S. Funds 


The districts 
would serve as 


agencies for the expenditure of fed- 
eral funds allocated for erosion con- 
trol, since the plan has the en- 
dorsement of federal officials. 


The senate meanwhile 
worked 


today on another farm bill, propos- 
ing to establish a compulsory state 
program for _Bang's disease control 
on the same plan as for bovine tu- 
berculosis. 


Although final action* was not 


completed, the senate adopted scx-- 
cral 
amendments 
which 
would 


make it necessary to return the bill 
to the assembly where it originated. 


One amendment 
provides 
that 


county testing for .Bang's disease 
shall be compulsory only if 75 per 
cent of the farmers agree. The o/- 
iginal figure was 60 per cent The 
senate also voted to limit the pro- 
gram lo heifers under two years 
and to raise the indemnity for un- 
registered stock from $10 :o S15.

law. 


Jackson said he

plained the wage and hour board 
could disregard such an agreement 
if it found it was below fair stand- 
ards. 


Holt's Question

IN BID TO GERMANY 


Wants Reich to Take

London — (.T)—Great Britain was 


reported today to be considering a 
plan for joint naval action against 
Spain to offset the establishment of 
a virtual Italian blockade of ports 
held by the Spanish government. 


Convinced of the necessity of pre- 


venting any new critical incidents 
in the civil war, Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden was understood to 
liave taken under advisement the 
plan which would grant Italy's amf" 
Germany's demands for guaranteed 
protection of their fleets in Spanish 
waters. 


The British 'admiralty was report- 


ed to be considering dispatch of ad- 
ditional ships to the troubled sea. 
The battle squadrons of both Italy 
and Germany already 
off 
Spain 


were being reinforced. 


Under the proposal Eden was said 


to have before him for immediate 
action, the 
warships of Britain. 


France, Germany and Italy would 
unite 
as an 
international fleet 


against Spain in the eycnt of any 
'urther molesting of vessels of the 
'hands-off Spain" committee. 


Quick Action Needed 


The foreign office was said to be 


convinced" that speedy action was 
lecessary to bring Italy and Ger- 
many back within the non-interven-

Washington—President Roosevelt 


again has come to grips with the 
courts. As in Germany, where the 
executive tells- the courts what 
rules to follow, Mr. Roosevelt has 


introduced 
the 


novel theory 
that the courts 
of the United 
Stales must, in 
effect, draw no 
distinction 
be- 


tween tax avoid- 
ance . and tax 
evasion. He calls 
both 
unethical 


and contrary to 
the spirit of the 
law. 
* 


Lawrence 
As contrasted 


with this view, the supreme court 
of the United States, by unanimous 
opinion as recently as Jan. 7, 1935, 
said: 


"The legal right of a taxpayer to 


decrease the amount of what other- 
wise would be the amount of his 
taxes, or altogether avoid them, by 
means which the law permits, can- 
not be doubted." 


Even, the great liberal, Justice 


Oliver' Wendell Holmes, said, in 
delivering an opinion on behalf of 
the supreme court of the United 
States: 


"We do not speak of evasion, be- 


cause, when the law draws a line, 
a case is on one side of it or the 
other, and if on the state side, it is 
none the worse legally that a par- 
ty has availed himself to the full 
of what the law permits, 


"When an act is condemned as 


an evasion, what is meant is that it 
is on the wrong side of the line in- 


dicated by the policy if not by the 
mere letter of the law." . 


Ne Patrick Duty 


Thus, evasion if a criminal affair, 


while avoidance 1* a proper legal 
device. Judge Learned Hand of the, 
circuit court of appeals recently in 
a case used this interesting lan- 
guage on the same point: 


"We agree with the board of tax 


appeals and the taxpayer that a 
transaction, otherwise within an ex- 
ception of the tax law, docs not lose 
its immunity, because it is actuated 
by a desire to avoid, or, if one 
choose, to evade taxation. Anyone 
may so arrange his affairs that his 
taxes shall be as low as possible; 
he is not bound to choose that pal- 
tern which will best pay the treas- 
ury; Ihere is not even a patriotic, 
duty to increase "one's taxes." 


In another instance (U. S. vs 


Isham), the supreme court of the 
United States ruled: 


"While his (the taxpayer's) oper- 


ations deprive the government of 
the duties it might reasonably ex- 
pect to receive, it is not perceived 
that the practice 
is open to the 


charge of fraud. He resorts to de-' 
vices to avoid the payment of du- 
ties, but they are not illegal. He has 
the legal right to split up the evi- 
dences of payment, and thus to 
avoid the tax." 


Lists Both Types 
, 


President Roosevelt gave in his 


extraordinary message to congress 
several examples, in which some 
were tax evasion and plainly open 
to prosecution under existing law. 
and some were tax avoidance and 
presumably done with proper legal 
advice. 
' If the president is about to hold 
that all tax avoidance is unethical, 
then there are people rather close 
to the administration, if not in it, 
who will have to turn into the 
treasury a good deal of what might 
be called conscience money. The 
president gave anonymous exam- 
ples. Here is one which can be de- 
fended as legal, so far as the law- 
is concerned, but probably contrary 
to the spirit of the law or the ethics 
as Mr. Roosevelt outlines the mat- 
ter in his message: 


A certain taxpayer does, a great 


deal of work of the same kind that 
other persons do for pay. This 


work, while compensated for by 
the persons for whom the work is 
done, is for charity and the checks 
are not made cut to the person who 
does the work but are sent direct 
to the charities. This avoids the tax 
altogether. 


15 Per Cent Off 


Now, If anybody else in business 


were to get, let us say, $100,000 in 
income and attempt to give it all to 
charity, the tax law says that only 
15 per cent is entitled to deduction 
or immunity from tax and that the 
other 85 per cent bears the regular 
income tax rates. 


Would the president call it tax 


evasion or tax avoidance or un- 
ethical for such a person who wants 
to give his whole income to charity 
tit the benefactor in question writes 
to all the companies from which he 
receives salary or dividends and 
tells them to make out the checks 
directly to the chanties? 


This is probably being done on a 


wide scale. Until now, it has seemed 


to be wholly legal, and, while sub- 
ject to the description of tax avoid- 
ance, it cannot be called tax eva- 
sion, though some tax cxpcrU may 
differ on this too. 


Termed "Smokescreen" 


The point is that Mr. Roosevelt 


has selected a few instances and 
has given the impression that law- 
yers who advise their clients to 
avoid taxes by legal methods arc 
doing something unpatriotic. If the 
tax laws of th.e United States were 
fair and equitable and if the people 
inside the administration were free 
from criticism on the subject of tax 
avoidance, the»message to congress 
might be regarded with much more 
validity 
and 
with much more 


weight than it will be in a world 
of realism, especially in the na- 
tional 
capital, where it is fully 


iccognized 
that the charges of 


avoidance and evasion are in truth 
but a smokescreen to cover up the 
fact that the president has miscal- 


culatcd the tax receipts and failed 
to balance the budget/- 


Some day. It the facts can ever 


be established, it probably will be 
discovered that all the tax evasions 
and avoidances put together would 
not bring in enough revenue to bal- 
ance the budget. This is because the 
official data on net income of per- 
sons in the so-called "rich" class, 
which Mr. Roosevelt delights to at- 
tack, is only a drop in the bucket 
of government deficits, even if 100 
per cent of such income were con- 
fiscated. But it makes better head- 
lines to blame it on the rich. Some 
day. when the fortunes of the rich 
have been confiscated and the pur- 
chasing power of wages has been 
curtailed, it will be interesting to 
sec what other scapegoats will be 
invented by the politicians.

Recommend Approval by 
Secretary of Agriculture 
As Neutral Forage Corp 


Fodder corn has been recommend- 


ed to the secretary of agriculture for 
approval as a neutral forage crop 
under the federal soil conservation 
program, according to R. C Swan- 
son, county agricultural a^ent. Fod- 
der corn was not included in the 
original list of neutral crops. 


The recommendation follows: 
"Sown corn may be used to fill up 


the soil conserving base. Sown corn 
means corn planted in such a man- 
ner that the corn plants arc so thick 
that under no circumstances, will 
the kernels form on the ears. Such 
corn may be: sown broadcast or 
drilled, planted in rows one-half 
the normal distance apart or plant- 
ed in rows the normal distance apart 
but with at least eight plants to the 
hill. Positive proof will be required 
when performance is checked, that 
corn was sown as specified and 
grain was not formed on the ears."

Stand on Income Tax Law

New York—Mr. Roosevelt's indignation over tax evasions would be 


more impressive if he had always had to pay both the federal and New 
York state taxes like other citizens of New York and if he had not always 
enjoyed from the beginning of the federal tax to the present time the 
special privilege of an influential politician. 


As governor of New York for four years he was 


exempt from the federal tax on a large salary, and 
'as president for the last four years and.a bit on a 
salary of $75,000 a year plus free rent of a nice house, 
he has been exempt from thl state tax, although he 
is .legally a citizen of the state and receives rather 
special service from the state government. 


Of course the saving in dollars and cents may be 


immaterial to a consecrated man. but in that case the 
sacrifice would be immaterial, too. and the fact re- 
mains that he is in the bait of paying one tax where 
hiS'fellow citizens pay two. 


But beyond that point Mr. Roosevelt as governor 


and .as president has belonged to th'at group,of privil- 
eged individuals who do not have to submit to the

eavesdropping and spot checking, the prying into individual personal af- 
fairs and accounts, which are none of the government's business that he 
now bespeaks for ordinary individuals. ' 


To be sure, there is no legal provision that the president shall be im- 


mune from the annual review of his items, but nobody can imagine an 
agent from the internal revenue de 
partment descending on him at the 
White House to demand realistic ex- 
planations of every check, persona 
or otherwise, issued from his book 
three years ago. 
No Reviewer Would Require 
President to Show Records 


It would be a very foolish review- 


er who would require Mr. Roose- 
velt to dig up his marriage certifi- 
cate after all these years ere allow- 
ing him his $2,500 exemption, in re- 
taliation .for something that he 
might have said or written about 
reviewing agents. And only an 
idiot would assess him a little extra 
just for the. sake of appearances, 
though admitting that his return 
was absolutely correct. 


Yet these experiences are not un- 


known to persons who may be clas- 
sified as politically underprivileged, 
and nobody can deny that the re- 
viewers nowadays are given dis- 
cretion to allow or disallow legiti- 
mate deductions according to the 
personal inclination. 


If an agent dislikes Jews, Cath-

aws and regulations empower him 
to harass them with malicious, nig- 
gling demands and raise their tax- 
es in the manner of the late Huey 


Long.- On the contrary, if he 


happens to feel like it. he can make 
valuable concessions, a power which 
creates an opportunity for graft.

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A TASTE OF THE ITALIAN SYSTEM 


FOR AMERICA 


Dictator Mussolini clamped censorship 


down hard on the British coronation so 
that 40 million Italian people were de- 
nied the privilege of reading or hearing 
anything concerning the pageantry of cor- 
onation ceremonies, an interesting bit of 
world news. 


The Italian people can struggle through 


the affairs of their day without learning 
the details of a particular news item but 
they become shrunken in mind and en- 
deavor by this prison rule. 


Suppose now we apply some of the 


livery of dictatorship to our own land to 
bring the matter into closer focus that we 
may try to feel the unbearable conse- 
quences to us as individuals as well as a 
people. For, we have little examples 
creep out now and then due to the arbi- 
trary acts of those who cannot bear a little 
brief authority without staggering. 


On the presentation of a news reel in 


Kansas that state's'board of censors de- 
leted the criticism voiced 
by Senator 


Wheeler of the pending supreme court 
plan but permitted to remain all words of 
praise or support. At Philadelphia even a 
worse infringement upon the rights of the 
people to public expression was ordained 
by some other little men' whose act re- 
sulted in the suppression of addresses by 
several members of the senate against the 
same court plan. 


In neither instance did the attempted 


chokers of liberty get far. In each in- 
stance there was such a profound and con- 
certed uproar of remonstrance from the 
press without regard to political align- 
ment that the attempted destroyers of 
freedom were literally hurled off their 
feet by the blast. 


But what had there been no freedom 


of the press as in Italy to confuse and 
confound the pee-wee tyrants? 


Unless by such examples and imag- 


inings the people can place before them- 
selves the results of like restrictions upon 
them they will never be able to gather 
the full import and intensity of purpose 
of those who want no political impedi- 
ments put upon the supreme court. 


We like to think that no ruler of 


America would ever 
support anything 


like the Mussolini censorship. But what 
if he did? Yes, what if he <ttd? 


Then the only refuge is the courts. 


If independent they would hail the cen- 
sors before them and writ them into jail. 


Nor is it in the least extreme to de- 


clare that those who fight the President's 
plan realize that great nations are sup- 
ported by great principles and that when 
the latter are permitted to crumble slow- 
ly the former is sure in time to sink. 


DEATH RIDES THE RODS 


It is open season on hitch-hikers. Leg- 


islatures of several states arc being prod- 
ded into action that will make the hitch- 
hiker fair game for every law-enforce- 
ment officer. Students in one mid-west 
state lobby actively against such a mea- 
sure, taking the position that such legis- 
lation will remove opportunities to visit 
homes and families during school terms. 


Hitch-hikers have become a serious 


problem and it is likely that time will 
bring regulations, everywhere, limiting 
their activities. They are the hoboes of 
the highways and because highways arc 
public property action w:13 be taker, by 
the public. 


Railroads are private properly and 


railroads ha\e long since learned that 
liicir similar problem is a major one. 
Trespasser fatalities, 
for 
instance, arc 


nearly twice as numerous as arc fatalities 
at grade crossings. In 1936. the Associa- 
tion flf American Railroads reports, 2.738 
illcgatttain travelers or other trespassers 
on railway property lost their lives: in the 
Jast ten years 25.480 have thus died. In 
the last six ir.onihs of 1936. accordinc to 
the report, more than 2.000.QOP illegal train 
riders or trespassers were removed from 
trains; prevented from getting on trains 
or ejected from railway premises, 


Some thousands of these dead were 


children or youths Jess than 21 years of 
age, II is this fact that has aroused rail- 


* vray managements and brought about an 


increase ia their private police activities. 
!Die association, however, points out the 
problem of the young trespasser is, first 
a problem of the home.

WHY SMILE AT ENGLAND—LOOK 


AT YOURSELF! 


Royalty is not always the same in 


every country. Nor is it even always 
recognized as royalty though it wears the 
purple plumes. 


America was considerably disturbed 


over the way British periodicals treated 
their right to a free press while their then 
king Edward was carrying on with a 
woman not yet divorced from the last 
man whose brow she promised to tend 
when it became fevered and -tired. 


But aren't some American newspapers 


showing a tendency to give way before 
the real oddities of our own royal family? 
And you didn't know we had a royal 
family? 


There are a score or more Washington 


news bureaus which sell 
to 
various 


strings of papers throughout the country 
their own interpretation of capital hap- 
peningS; and newspapers subscribe as they 
consider such reports entertaining and de- 
pendable to their own readers. 


One of these bureaus sent out the now 


authenticated story that Mr. Hearst had 
offered a high salary to Postmaster Gen- 
eral Farley to become general manager 
of his newspapers and that the Postmaster 
General had declined the offer. That was 
a good news item but the real flavor and 
relish, the tang and smack, centered upon 
an observation by Mrs. Farley when she 
learned of the Hearst offer. She said: 


"Tell Mr. Hearst that we're not Roose- 


vells." 


Under the influence of the Hearst or- 


ganization the item was buried by the 
bureau. 


Sometimes it takes a woman to hit the 


bull's eye and ring the bell with just a 
sentence that covers more ground than 
a two-hour oration. And somehow, too, 
the Farleys assumed heroic stature when 
the£ disdained the chance to coin a tem- 
porary position into much money. 


The President has put his immature 


son on the government payroll at $10,000 
a year although the young man would be 
doing well to earn one-fifth of that were 
he not the President's son. Another son 
secures a well-paying position in Texas 
given him solely because of his name. 
Boettiger, who married the President's 
daughter, is placed in charge of a news- 
paper in Seattle at five times th2 salary 
to which he was accustomed. Capable man 
though he may have been he is under no 
illusion about why he got the job. An- 
other son of the President is engaged to 
a DuPont heiress and the name DuPont 
sounds much in America like that of 
Rockefeller. 


When you view this unseemly situa- 


tion isn't it better to conclude that the 
British system has its merits? 


Under the English the royal family- 


is not only taken care of by the public 
by a suitable allowance but find their ac- 
tions controlled by the government—that 
is, by the men elected to office and re- 
sponsible to the people. 


Thus there is avoided the wild scram- 


ble which this co'untry now sees at Wash- 
ington among the President's family to 
get to position and power before the sun 
goes down. Over in England the king 
may not even have a brother attend Wind- 
sors wedding without the consent of the 
Prime Minister. And when any of the 
royal family appear in an ill position be- 
fore the public, as did the Duke of Kent 
recently, they are taken to task and told 
exactly where to head in. 


The English system has been evolved 


after centuries of experience. There was 
a time when the king's favors were bought 
through the indirection of presents and 
patronage. 
But the English smelled 


through these schemes and voted them 
dishonest. They brushed aside cobwebs 
and curtains and determined to prevent 
the royal family from imposture or temp- 
Jation. 


Entirely aside from political dissension 


and criticism the issue presented should 
be handled in a straightforward and sin- 
cere manner. The President cannot al- 
ways be blamed for actions of his own 
family after passing the legal age. 


But no better character has yet ap- 


peared upon the political horizon at Wash- 
ington than Mrs. Farley. Her honest mind 
spoke a great truth in just a sentence. 


THE FOURTH INTERNATIONAL 
The First International was created by 


Karl Marx in 1864 as a means of spread- 
ing his theory of socialism.

would even make the crimson appear on 
the face of .a hearty Bolshevik through his 
beard.

BE EXTRACTED? 


If dentors were doctors as the> 
I hear-that it mny be a hot summer anyway.. snou,d ^ ^ controversy concern 


ing pulpless, devitalized or "dead' 
teeth would soon be settled. Today 
it depends on the predilections o 
prejudices of the dentor one hap 
pens to consult, whether a tooth in 
which the "nerve" has been killed 
—that is, the pulp destroyed—shal 
be left in the jaw or extracted 
forthwith. 
Sometimes it seems a 


gauge of the dentor's doctoral com 
petence, the attitude he takes in 
this controversy. 
Too often he is 


arbitrary, either condemning 
al 


such teeth to extraction or imply 
ing that no operator who** knows 
his business will ever extract 
pulpless tooth just because it is a 
pulpless tooth. 


I believe every tooth that ren- 


ders good service, whether it is 
one's O-..H or one made by one's 
dentor. is worth at least a thousanc 
dollars. As a juror I would con- 
scientiously j award a minimum of 
a thousand dollars compensation 
for the loss of a tooth in any cir- 
cumstance. 
This notwithstanding 


that I think it is silly to brush one's 
teeth or to use any kind of den- 
trifice in the care of the teeth, 
People are gullible about this, 
There is only one way to keep the 
teeth clean, free from tartar or 
other harmful deposits and 
free 


from destructive decay, and that is 
by going to one's dentor at regular 
intervals for cleaning, 
polishing, 


filling of any 
slight cavities, or 


whatever 
prophylactic 
treatment 


the dentor deems advisable. Of 
course nutrition is an even more 
important factor than the regular 
inspection and care by the dentor, 
but we can't go into that here. 


Mr. G.. aged 
45. 
in 
perfect 


health, was advised to have a tooth 
extracted because his dcnlor did 
not like the looks of the X-ray 
film. His dentor referred him to a 
colleague who makes the ionization 
test for focal infection. This other 
dentor saw a badly broken down 
tooth crown, an X-ray film that 
showed no dcfiniJe sijzn of infection 
about the root, and a poor attempt 
at root canal filling. The tooth had 
never given any discomfort.

Immediate steps are being taken 


to prevent these losses by the state 
entomologist's

says, by sending out directions to 
county agricultural agents and 400 
crop pest reporters.

distribution of ten to fifteen pounds 
of special poison bran bait on each 
acre of infested area. This bait is 
made up as follows:, 25 pounds bran 
1 pound Paris Green, 1 quart black 
strap molasses and 2J gallons of 
water. . 


Mint Crumble Easily 


This prescription carries with 11 


.a- caution against mixing the bait 
too wet and recommends that the 
.finished preparation should have 
the consistency of wet sawdust so 
that it will crumble and slip easily 
between the fingers when applied. 


The most*important directions to 


be followed in attempting to elim- 
inate the cutworms is to apply the 
bait in the evening following 
warm day, Chambers suggested, add- 
ing that when more than one ap- 
plication is necessary, the second 
should be applied three or four days 
after the first. 


An interesting factor is the ac- 


tivity of a cutworm, Chambers 
pointed out, is that the pest hides 
in the soil by day and does its feed- 
ing in the evening. This feeding 
consists of 
cutting through the 


stem of -the plant at the ground 
level which naturally causes the 
' plant to fall over and eventually 
die.

Albatross of Hood Island. 


The Galapagos albatross is only 


one of many kinds of birds which 
live on and about the island group. 
One kind, the flightless cormorant, 
has never been found anywhere 
else. It stands about three feet high. 


Flightless cormorants make their 


homes on only two of the Galaga- 
gos islands. They seem awkward as 
they waddle about the land. They 
have webbed feet and strong, 
sharp bills which can hurt a man 
who get within range. 


These birds have blue eyes. In 


traveling over the land, they some- 
times move with little jumps or 
hops. They have small wings, but 
their bodies are too heavy for the 
wings to take them into the air.

weighs from seven to nine pounds. 
.In the water, the cormorants are 
very much at home. They are good' 


divers end 
excellent 
swimmers. 


Their food is composed largely of 
eels and small fish. 


Pelicans, 
boobies,

birds, herons and hawks are among 
the other birds on Galapagos is- 
lands. There also are flamingos, 
black finches, warblers, egrets and 
dozens of other kinds. Most of the 
birds have rather dull coloring, 
matching the dark, dull lava fields 
which ccver so much of the ground 
surface on the islands. 


The Galapagos islands appear to 


be the peaks and upper parts of a 
mountain range which once rose 
high above the sea. Land may have 
stretched clear to central America. 
Study of the sea bottom has led to 
the belief that such was the case 
vast ages ago. Geologists have 
estimated, however that the islands 
have been cut off. from the main- 
land for 
30,000.000" or 35.000.000 


years. If this is true, it helps ex- 
plain why they contain form of ani- 
mal life found nowhere else on 
the globe. 


^Hundreds of craters exist on the 


Galapagos islands. No important 
eruption has taken place in the re- 
cent past, but the great lava fields 
point to big explosions during 
times of long ago. In the past cen- 
tury, several small eruptions have 
been observed, but they have been 
hardly rr.ore than the outpouring 
of smoke and steam. 


Many are from 1,000 to 3.000 


feet above sea level. The highest 
peak, or crater top. rises to a height 
of almost a mile.

Menaaha—After complaints on an 


alleged soot nuisance from the Wis- 
consin Tisue mills bad been discuss- 
ed, aldermen last night instructed 
the city attorney to write officials of 
the company informing them to 
abate the nuisance or the soot ordi- 
nance would be enforced by injunc- 
tion or prosecution. 
At a previous council session, 


when taxpayers living near the mill, 
attended in a body and demanded 
that something be done to abate the 
nuisance, aldermen passed a resolu- 
tion to givevthe company 90 days to 
right the situation. 


Since that time the city hired an 


engineer, Richard A. Kaufert, Mil- 
waukee, to investigate the situation 
and make a report. In his report to 
the council and the company, the 
Milwaukee engineer wrote that the 
condition could be corrected with 
an investment of $7,180 to be spent 
for a new smoke stack and various 
other improvements. 


Meet With Aldermen 


When officials of the company lat- 


er met with the council at a com- 
mittee of the whole session, they 
agreed to correct the situation but 
said that the company would close 
down before spending that amount 
of money, according to Alderman 
Stilp. 


A letter from the company read at 


last night's meeting stated that a 
coil had been installed in the smoke 
stack, that *-inch pipe used to blow 
out pipes had been reduced to 3- 
inch pipe and that less pressure was 
being used. However, complaints 
are still being received and alder- 
men, who investigated the situation 
last week, reported that conditions 
were not improved. 


Alderman Eckrich said that the 


company did not comply with rec- 
ommendations of the engineer em- 
ployed by the city and that the soot 
nuisance was more deplorable than 
before. Alderman 
Zeininger sup- 


ported his statement saying that he 
had personally investigated and 
found complaints to be justified. 


Discuss Enforcement 


Various methods of forcing the 


company to comply with recommen- 
dations of the council were discuss- 
ed. Aldermen Stilp- and Eckrich 
both suggested that taxpayers near 
the mill file damages with the com- 
pany. Alderman Sauter said that as 
there was an ordinance protecting 
citizens from soot in effect in Men- 
asha, it was up to the council to en- 
force the measure.

Sun Hides Its Face On June 8 


For Longest Time In 1200 Years 


BY HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
New York —tD— A little island 


named Sarah Ann. which some 
maps show in 'the mid-Pacific 
ocean, has disappeared and with 
her has gone glimmering the chanc- 
es of astronomers to see the great- 
est show in 1200 years, a total 
eclipse of the sun which on June 8 
will last seven minutes and four 
seconds. 


In these many centuries there 


has been no eclipse so long. Most 
of them last about two minutes. 
This great duration comes only at 
noon in mid-Pacific where there 
is no land, unless someone can find 
Sarah Ann. 


Maybe Sarah Ann sank. Maybe 


she was just a seaman's geograph- 
ical mistake.

Sarah Ann is on the map, and in 
the right spot. But the astronomers 
have given up hope for her. 


The main observing will be done 


at points where the eclipse lasts 
only'three and a half to four min- 
utes. One of these places is a coral 
island 5,000 miles 
southwest of 


San Francisco. The other is moun- 
tains 14,000 feet high on the coast 
of Peru. 


Casts Speedy Shadow 


The shadow starts south of the 


equator near the Fiji Islands at 
sunrise. It is a black spot about 153 
miles in diameter. It moves in an 
arch 
across 
the 
Pacific ocean, 


travelling 8.800 miles in 
three 


hours and 20 minutes to hit the 
coast of Peru just before sunset. 
The arch bends upward across the 
equator and below again. 


The shadow speeds at an aver- 


age rate of 44 miles a minute. But 
early in the day and again late in 
the 
afternoon 
it 
travels much 


faster, 
because of the slanting 


angle at which it hits the earth. 


At noon when the shadow is 


directly overhead it moves only 
21 miles a minute. That is one 
reason why the eclipse lasts so 
long at the missing port called 
Sarah Ann.
